But you 
shouldn’t short pigs on the supplements, 
minerals and other feeds they need just 
because you have pasture. 

And you shouldn’t hold back your 
young summer or fall pigs. Even if you 
are in no hurry to get them to market. 
Many farmers want these pigs to glean 
stalk fields or follow cattle. 

And they wouldn’t want to market 
June pigs in six or seven months and hit 
the peak of the spring pig market run. 
They try to hold onto these pigs a little 
longer. 

That is all right if it fits your situation. 
But push the pigs until they are up to 70 
pounds or so. You can let them run in 
the stalks, or follow cattle after that. But 
it usually is costly to try to skimp on 
baby pigs. 


Of course, it sounds wrong to push 
a pig along, then let him run off valu- 
able weight in a stalk field. That 
isn’t quite the right idea. Nor quite 
what you try to do.

Leslie P. Batz, of Calhoun county, Iowa, 
likes to raise fall pigs. His come the first 
of August. That’s still summer by my 
rule. Anyway, he has a job laid out for 
these pigs. 

“IT have 12 acres of corn I think they 
will pick,” he says. “An old sow or two 
in the field will show them how to knock 
it down while they are small. 

“And I think there is good money in 
fall pigs,” Batz adds. “Generally, you 
can make them a little heavier, and you 
usually hit a pretty good market.” 

Walt and John Hutton, also of Calhoun 
county. raise August or September pigs. 
‘hey raise and sell purebred Spotted Po- 
land China breeding stock. 

“But the fall pigs are strictly commer- 
cial.” they explain. “There’s not much 
demand for fall boars or gilts around 
here; so we don’t register them; some- 
times we have crossbred.” 

H. C. Knight, another Calhoun county 
livestock man, and his son Virgil raise 
around 300 hogs a year. About 100 of 
these in the late summer or fall. 

He and Virgil had just finished slop- 
ping the pigs one afternoon as I drove 
past. I saw them and stopped. In addition 
to getting a picture of his pigs. I ran into 
a mighty handy hog and cattle feeding 
set-up. 

Some of Knight’s pigs are raised to fol- 
low cattle and clean up fields. He doesn’t 
worry about getting them to market at an 
early age. But he is concerned about rapid 
gains when the pigs are little. And he has 
a theory about that. 


“TI like to feed three times a day. 
A pig is like a little baby,” Knight 
says. “It can’t eat enough at one time 
to last it very long. So, in addition to 
self-feeders I like to give them a little 
slop about three times a day.” 


That’s where oats can fit into the pic- 
ture. In smal! amounts, pound for pound, 
oats are worth as much or more than corn 
for hogs, says C. C. Culbertson, of lowa 
State College. 

There’s nothing better for starting pigs 
than rolled, hulled oats, he says. Even 
fattening hogs will efficiently use oats up 
to 20 per cent of the ration. 

Culbertson says pigs will eat more oats 
and put on faster gains if the oats are 
ground medium fine, soaked for 12 hours 
and fed moist, but not wet.

OUR grocer, your 

hired man and ’most 
everybody else are un- 
der social security. But 
you aren’t—not if you 
are a farm operator. 

Farm operators were not included by 
congress in the groups covered by social 
security. 

What are you missing? Let’s take an 
example. Suppose farm operators are in- 
cluded in the act. You’re 60. You pay a 
federal income tax on a net income of 
$3,600 or more. 

When you pay your next income tax, 
add a social security check for around 
$81. Then, after five years, at 65, you'll 
be entitled to a pension of $80 a month. 
When your wife is 65, the two of you 
will get $120 a month. 

That’s what you’re missing by not be- 
ing under social security. Younger farm- 
ers are missing the protection of an allow- 
ance for widow and children if the money- 
earner dies before the youngest child is 
18 years old. 

Right now, the social security system 
is self-supporting.. Payments made by 
folks on the list are bigger than payments 
made by the government. . 

It won’t always be like that. Sometime, 
there will be a deficit, and the deficit will 
be made up by general taxation which 
will hit farmers. 

Wallaces’ Farmer and Iowa Homestead 
believes that farmers should be included 
under social security. They’ll pay part of 
the cost. They should get the benefits. 

Ask your candidates for congress to see 
that farm operators are included in the 
social security program next time. 

And don’t any of you old fellows write 
us to ask when you start getting your $80 
a month. Ask your congressman. You 
won't get anything until congress puts 
farmers under the social security law.

To Back Livestock Supports 


N ORDER to have plenty of food re- 

serves, there is now talk of promising 
support at 90 per cent of parity for all 
major crops and livestock in 1951. 

It might be more sensible to support 
prices at 90 per cent of parity for the 
crops and livestock we need most, and 
at 80 per cent or lower for crops we don’t 
need so badly. 

But, in any case, with big food produc- 
tion as a goal, and with liberal supports, 
we are likely —in some cases—to get 
more production than we want. 

In order to be sure of plenty, we have 
to take the risk of getting a surplus. 

Who takes that risk? Farmers or the 
government? 

It all depends on the way in which 
supports are handled. For storable prod- 
ucts, like wheat, corn and soybeans, the 
commodity loan will provide backing. If 
a farmer can’t get the support price on 
the market, he can get it thru a loan. 

For perishable products, like, milk, 


Don’t Use Up E HAVE big feed 
reserves now. And 

That Feed that’s lucky. We als 
Too Fast had big feed reserves 
at the start of World 

War II. Those feed reserves were not 


handled sensibly. Will we do any better 
this time? 

In World War II, we went wild on hog 
production early in the war, used up our 
feed, and then ran short at the close. 
With one crop failure, we would have 
been in the soup. 

In 1943, we had 54 per cent more hogs 
on farms than in 1940. By 1945, the in- 
crease was down to 15 per cent. 

What we needed was steady, high pro- 
duction. What we got was first too much 
and then too little. 

Why did things break that way? In 
Iowa, in November of 1942, corn was 69 
cents and hogs were $13. That pushed the 
next pig crop thru the ceiling. 

Another mistake in World War II was 
the failure to step up milk production 
adequately. 

By 1944, we only had 9 per cent more 
milk cows than in 1940. And by 1945, the 
increase was cut in half. : 

We should do a better job in this new 
war situation than we did in World War 
II. One thing needed is to keep plenty 
of feed in reserve.

That gives more of us a big stake in 
fighting this war as efficiently as possible 
and winding it up as soon as we can. 


On Promises 


eggs, pork, beef, etc., the farmer may be 
punished for excess production unless we 
change the present method of supporting 
prices. 

Buying and storing eggs, butter and 


pork won’t keep market prices at support 


levels if we should get a flood of produc- 
tion. Buying and storing makes for waste 
of food and for unnecessary expense. It 
also makes consumers mighty sore at 
both farmers and government. 


O MAKE sure that farmers will get 
the support prices promised for 1951, 
we need production payments. 

If the government promises -$17 per 
hundred for hogs in 1951, and if hog pro- 
duction is so large that the market price 
drops to $15, the government should ste} 
in with a two-dollar check for every hun- 
dred pounds of hogs a farmer sells. 

Support prices won’t mean much for 
livestock men unless production pay- 
ments are written into the law. That 
should be done by congress before sows 
are bred for spring litters. And before 
dairymen plan to keep more cows.

“I personally don’t want to see 
controls put on,” Dowden added, 
“because they just don’t work. At

-_ market dealings are made a peniten- 
tiary offense. If tried, I think we'd 
see one of the worst black markets 
we've ever had.” 


“When prices started going up, I didn’t 
sell my packing sows,” said Carl Fresen- 
borg, of Butler county. “So I may have 
more fall pigs. 

“I’m milking 22 cows-——got my stan- 
chions full. There are 20 heifers coming 
on, so I’ve got to decide now whether 
to increase my herd. I figure on going 
on—lI’ve got 10 horse stalls yet. But | 
think that about the first thing people 
will quit, when help becomes short, is 
milking.” 

A leader among Fayette county dairy- 
men, Louis Kiel, agrees with that. Said 
Kiel: “The trend to go out of dairying 
which is affected already by our quality 


milk regulations, will be continued by 
any war.” 
Among the cattle feeders, August 


Metge, of Grundy county, is more opti- 
mistic about the war. He doesn’t think it 
will last as long as some predict. 


“If it hadn’t been for the Korean 
situation, I think feeders and fat 
cattle would be a lot cheaper,” he 
said. “Feeders are too close to fat 
cattle prices now. That doesn’t look 
so good to me.”

OOL summers haven’t always meant 
soft corn.

were cool. In four of the nine years, kill- 
ing frost was unusually late. In two years, 
frost came at about the normal time. (See 
table.)

That was produced in 1906, with an aver- 
age yield of 45.5 bushels per acre, which was bumper before hybrid 
Most of the crops were a little below the average.

summer months were cool. In the other 
five years, the percentage of soft corn was 
10 per cent or less, which makes no prob- 
lem to speak of. 

From the record of these years with 
cold summers, we can estimate chances 
for our 1950 corn crop. 

If killing frost comes in the last week 
of September or the first week in October, 
you can expect a lot of soft corn. It could 
be something like 1915 or 1924. Sixty per 
cent or more of the corn was soft in those 
vears. 


A hot September might make an 
exception to this. In 1908, a hot 
September made mature corn after a 
cool summer, despite killing frost on 
September 28. 


With a normal September, you can ex- 
pect pretty sound corn if killing frost 
holds off until well into October, as it 
did in 1903, 1904 and 1910. 

This much is encouraging: A study of 
Iowa weather records shows no relation 
between cold summers and early frost. 
Despite the cold summer, fall months just 
ahead may be warm, and frost may be 
late in coming.

I don’t 
feel that Hickenlooper has accomplished 
much, and I am afraid Loveland is not 
strong enough. He may be a tool for oth- 
ers; I don’t know whether he would stand 
for his own convictions.” 

Biggest place to hunt for votes—in case 
the candidates are interested—is in the 
block of folks under 35 years of age. Of 
these, 34 per cent don’t know yet how 
thev’ll vote for senator. 

How does the Farm Bureau stand on 
the two races? Farm Bureau members 
divide up about like non-members. 

Lester Gillette gets 29 per cent of the 
votes of Farm Bureau members, while 
non-members give him only 27 per cent.

Of those who preferred Truman in 1948 
(54 per cent of Iowa’s farmers voted that 
way). only 55 per cent are now sticking 
by Loveland. Twenty-five per cent have 
deserted to Hickenlooper. 





On the other hand, of those who voted 
for Dewey, 77 per cent are sticking by 
Hickenlooper and only 7 per cent have 
shifted to Loveland. 

But 20 per cent of the Democrats and 
16 per cent of the Republicans admit they 
haven’t made up their minds yet. 

How enthusiastic are the Hickenloope: 
and Loveland supporters? Not very, but 
Hickenlooper has a bigger proportion of 
folks who say they’ll be sure to back him 
In the same way, Beardsley has an edge 
over Lester Gillette. 

Republicans take party loyalty more 
seriously in lowa than do many Demo- 
crats. This year, at this time, a lot of 
potential Democratic voters just aren’t 
much interested. 

The Wallace-Homestead Poll attempted 
to measure interest in the election in two 
ways. One way was to get the undecided 
vote. That ran high—25 per cent on sena- 
tor and 20 per cent on governor. 

Another way was to ask how anxious 
the voter was to see his candidate win. 
Only 41 per cent of the voters interviewed 
seemed to be very anxious to have their 
man make the grade. 

Another 29 per cent were mildly inter- 
ested in his success, and the rest—30 per 
eent—didn’t care. Unless something hap- 
pens to stir them up, this 30 per cent 
won't vote. 

Some of the Hickenlooper voters are 
voting against Loveland rather than for 
Hickenlooper. They’re like the Lee coun- 
ty farmer who said: 

“Loveland is in favor of the Brannan 
plan, and I certainly wouldn’t vote for 
that.” 

But a Clayton county farmer said: “I 
hope Loveland wins. He is so sincere 
and honest. I think his ideas deserve a 
fair trial.” 

How do war issues affect voting? In 
the next issue, the Wallace-Homestead 
Poll will present a report on the way in 
which Republicans and Democrats split 
on ways of meeting the war situation. 


How many want to drop an atomic 
bomb on Russia now? How many 
want to work thru the United Na- 
tions for disarmament with interna- 
tional inspection? 


Farmers now seem more interested in 
these issues than in who gets elected in 
November. But before November, they 
may make up their minds that one candi- 
date will do more to win peace than will 
another. 


If that happens, the percentage of 
doubtful voters may shrink. And the 


standing of the candidates may be dif- 
ferent. 

Later Wallace-Homestead Polls will 
show how farmers are feeling as the cam- 
paign warms up.

Farmers Wonder Whether To Sell Light 
Now Or To Feed Heavy For Later Sales 


OG raisers meet temptation nearly 
fall.

The problem has new angles this year. 
There is the war and a bullish feeling that 
has already pushed hog prices up. 

Then there is a possibility of high mois- 
ture corn. Maybe much of it 
sealed or ifely. Or, if marketed, 
some corn might sell at big discounts.

Feeding profits are good now, and that 
makes confidence in feeding profits later 
on. Here’s an indication of present feed- 


ing profit 


Corn could be secured in late Au- 
gust at the sealing price of about 
$1.35 a bushel. Top light hogs would 
have brought about $23.50. That’s a 
corn-hog ratio of about 17 to 1. (100 
pounds live hog worth 17 bushels of 
corn.) 


Farmers have increased hog production 
in the past when the corn-hog ratio was 
15'2 to 1. So there must be money in 
feeding hogs at present prices. But will 
pi ice hold? 


Hogs got cheaper from September to 


November every year but one in the 23 
years between World Wars I and Il. Hog 
prices have skidded in the same months 
every year since World War II price con- 
trols were removed. 


So hog raisers have often lost more thru 
than they have made

The hog at $23.50 
per hundred is worth $47 now 

The requirement might be 500 
pounds for 100 pounds gain. Under best 
conditions it is less. But at the 200-pound 
weight 500 may be average on farms. 

Then for 50 pounds gain you would 
need just about four bushels of corn. may- 
be 25 pounds of protein feed. Add two

feed 


pounds of minerals, and the cost of feed 
would be around $7.10. 

Feed is about 80 per cent of the cost of 
raising hogs. So the total cost of putting 
50 pounds on a 200-pound hog might be 
about $8.88. 

Now the 200-pound hog was worth $47. 
At 250 pounds and the same price—$23.50 
—the hog would be worth $58.75. The 
increase is $11.75. 

But the feed cost is $8.88, so you would 
make a profit of $2.87. That’s with steady 


hog prices. Add the profit to the corn 


price and you could say your hog brought. 


you $2.07 for the corn. 

Now let’s figure what a price decline 
will do to that. 
$2 per 100 pounds, which isn’t unusual 
during September and October. 

The 200-pound hog at $23.50 would 
bring $47. The 250-pound hog at $21.50 
would bring $53.75. Gain would be 


SH 75. 


Say hog prices go down 


But the feed cost of putting on the 50 
pounds is $8.88. The loss by feeding would 
be $2.15. Converting to corn prices shows 
that vou would get 82 cents for corn. 

Figuring the same way, a $1 drop in 
the hog market would mean a profit of 37 
cents in putting 50 pounds on the hog. 
You would get $1.44 for your corn fed. 


At feed and hog prices used here, 
the breaking point is a market drop 
of $1.15 cents per 100 pounds. If 200- 
pound hogs go down more than that 
while you put on 50 pounds, your 
feeding profit will be wiped out. 


So it would hardly pay to hold 200- 
pound hogs to eat new-crop corn. You 
could only win if the hog market stays 
steady. You could be fairly sure of some 
price loss on grade. 

But the picture is different if you have 
100-pound pigs now. These pigs may not 
be big enough to market ahead of the 
hog market break, which almost always 
comes in the fall. 
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As you can’t get the late pigs in on the 
high market, they should be used to eat 
any high-moisture corn you might have. 

Even at $18 per 100 pounds, you would 
have a 13%-to-1 hog-corn feeding ratio, 
with corn priced at $1.35. That’s the ratio 
farmers have said is profitable, by thei 
actions in increasing production. 

Selling new corn thru pigs at $1.55 
might look like a very good deal. It would 
be much better than taking moisture dis- 
counts on the corn. 

But before deciding on a marketing 
method for last spring pigs, some farmers 
will ask: 

What are the chances that the hog 
market will act normally this fall? Ifthe 
usual downward slide in hog prices oc- 
curs, will it come earlier or later than 
usual? The slump usually starts some- 
time in September or October. 

One force might tend to reverse the hog 
price trend in the fall of over 30 years 
standing. That is the Korean fighting and 
the inflationist tendency accompanying it. 


The usual cause of declining hog 
prices in the fall is with us. That is 
the fact that farmers market a much 
bigger per cent of the hog crop in the 
fall months than is marketed in other 
months, 


And there is a big crop of hogs. It’s 
estimated at five million more than last 
year, andthe third largest hog crop en 
record. 

Now as to the time of the price drop if 
it comes. If farmers take advantage of the 
present good feeding profits, and if they 
feel optimistic because of the war, the 
heavy runs of hogs might come later than 
usual. 

Then the drop might be delayed. But a 
more violent drop would be possible. 

But if farmers market hogs early and 
orderly, as they did in 1949, the market 
change might come at about the usual 
time. 

Here is a method for marketing spring 
pigs that looks like a reasonable one: 

1. Top your herd of all 200-pounders 
every week or two thru September and 
October, or until the market breaks. 

2. Slow up the feed on light pigs. Aim 
to keep them to eat new corn. Danger of 
market breaks taking away feeding prof- 
its is much less on light pigs compared 
with heavy pigs. ~

1. Jackson says quite a few 
dairymen use beef semen on their 
poorer cows or their culls. And 
use purebred dairy sires on cows 
from which they want replace 
ments. 

That’s what Norman Goldsmith, 
Cedar county, Iowa, is doing. He 
has bred to Angus bulls for two 
seasons now, has his first calves. 
He has nine grade cows and heif- 
ers bred to, Angus. His purebred 
Brown Swiss are bred to purebred 
Swiss bulls. The grade beef calves 
will be fed out. He hopes for heif- 
ers from the purebreds. 


“I don’t veal calves because, 
with the market like it is, I 
like to feed them out,” Gold- 
smith says. “This cross makes 
a good calf to grow oat, Nat- 
urally, IT am not interested in 
beef bulls on my purebred 
cows, and maybe not on the 
best grades.” 


The purebred beef associations 
do not condone artificial breeding. 
They authorize use of artificial in- 
semination only where both the 
cow and the bull are owned by the 
same man. You couldn’t artificial 
ly breed a registered cow to one 
of these purebred beef bulls in a 
bull stud and register the calf.

Best Silage 


Overripe Corn And Air In The Silo Are 
Said To Be Main Reasons For Poor Silage 


yon want good feed when you 

open your silo. The kind that 
makes cows jump around and rat- 
tle their stanchions at the smell. 
Feed that fattening cattle will eat 
up cleanly. 

How can you be sure of getting 
it? A little thought and a few 
preparations ahead of silo filling 
will help a lot. Then you'll have 
sweet-smelling silage instead of 
a stinking, moldy mess. 

Mostly, it’s a matter of keeping 
the air out of the silage. And there 
are several wavs in which air can 
get in. 

First of all, look to the silo. 
There is still time to see that the 
inside is smooth and that the 
walls are tight. 

Then the silage cutter knives 
need attention. They should be 
ground razor-sharp and kept that 
way. Set the knives close to the 
sheer plates to cut the corn short 
and clean. A ragged, coarse cut 
won't pack into the tight, compact 
mass that you want to keep the 
air out of. 


For silage that makes -ud- 
ders bulge and yearlings grow, 
corn in the late dough or the 
early dent stage is best. It is 
better to cut a little too green 
Phan to let the corn get overly 
ripe, most farmers say. 


Dry corn at filling time is the 
biggest reason for spoilage. It 
won’t pack, and it lacks natural 
juices for proper fermentation. 

Juicy corn, cut short and clean, 
packs pretty well of its own 
weight. Some let it fall in the 
center of the silo. Then level it 
off and tramp now and then dur- 
ing the filling process. 

It’s more work with dry, coarse- 
ly-cut corn. The lighter stuff will 
be blown to the outside of the 
silo. It won’t settle by itself, so 
air pockets are formed. — 

This means that someone will 
have to level and tramp dry silage 
as it comes from the blower. You 
want to get the air out if it takes 
several men in the silo. 

Of course, you can add water to 





overly dry silage. This helps a lot. 
But the main effort should be to 
get the corn cut at the right time. 

The last reason for overly-dry 
silage is one you can ‘control, usu- 
ally. Don’t let the corn lie around 
too long between the cutting and 
filling operations. If cut with a 
binder, get the corn off the ground 
and into the silo, the quicker the 
better. 

Because of a cool season this 
year, and late corn, you may put 
off cutting until frost. This brings 
a special hurry-up operation. The 
corn will get too dry soon after 
frost strikes. And the leaves will 
begin to fall in a few days. 

It’s wise to have everything all 
ready to fill immediately after 
frost hits. This is where a field 
forage chopper pays its way. You 
won’t have to wait until your turn 
comes in the neighborhood silo- 
filling ring. Nor wait for a custom 
operator. 


We repeat: The main reason 
for poor that too 
much air gets in the silo. It 
may get in thru the walls. But 
one big reason is that corn 
is put in the silo when it is 
too dry. Dry corn won't pack 
into a tight mass. 


silage is 


When the last shred of corn is 
in the silo, there are still things 
you can do to crowd the air out 
and make good silage. 

The top of the.silage should be 
tramped each day for three or 
four days. Tramp especially well 
near the walls. If you can get 
water to the top of the-silo, wet 
ting down the corn as you tramp 
it is good practice. 

A cover of some cheaper mate 
rial could save some poor silage 
on top. Some farmers have tried 
covering with sawdust. One ex 
periment station will try ground 
corn cobs. Reports and recon 
nendations are not ready yet on 
these materials. 

Any material that will 
tightly would save spoilage. If the 
covering is cheaper than chopped 
corn, you’d save feed by using 1.

Feeding Cattle for Profit

In October the market price 
difference between choice and 
common slaughter steers is 
twice as wide as in May. This 
is due to fiuctuating cattle sup-

ply, not changing meat demand. The feeder 
who buys medium or common steers in the fall 
to feed for the spring market makes no mistake. 
The man who produces common feeder steers 


does make a mistake . . . Last fall choice feeders 
cost us $43.00 per head more than common 
steers (when both weighed about 650 pounds). 
Quality pays the producer well. Lack of quality 
in feeder cattle, due to lower cost per cwt., in- 
variably rewards the feeder who purchases in 
the fall, when pastures are emptied, and gives 
his cattle a five- or six-month feeding period. 
Choice feeder cattle should be given a choice 
finish and timed for the summer or fall market. 
They sell well then. 

In an eight-year test, home-grown steers, all 
of one breed (800 to 900 pounds), dressed 60.3% 
and yielded carcasses grading 76% choice. Sim- 
ilarly cared for steers of another breed dressed 
59.6% and yielded 59% choice carcasses. How- 
ever, the lower dressing and grading steers 
saved 115 pounds of corn and cob meal in mak- 
ing a hundred pounds of feed lot gain. At pres- 
ent prices the saving in feed costs was greater than 
the reward for higher dressing percentage and car- 
cass grade. 

Market topping ability of feed lot cattle is 
not a safe ould to profitable beef cattle oper- 
ations. “Pretty is as pretty does” is a much 
safer beef cattle philosophy to follow in seeking 
profitable operations.

A lot of folks have been dream- 
ing about baby-pig “factories.” It 
would be a place where everything 
was known and practiced about 
sow health and nutrition during 
pregnancy. 

Sows would be fed, bred and 
farrowed under perfect condi- 
tions. As soon as the pigs were 
shipped to the feeder, the sow 
would be rebred. A sow could pos- 
sibly produce three litters a year. 


SOWS 


The only catch to this 
process is the feeding of the 
pigs for the first eight weeks 
of their lives. Can the special- 
ist tell you how to do it as 
well as the sow does it? 


It can be done. A feed has been 
made that will nourish young pigs 
right from the sow. But at the 
present time the feed costs too 
much to be practical. That’s why 
specialists are not offering you 
baby pigs in a crate. 

So, at the present time, the only 
kind of baby pigs you can get are 
weaned pigs in quantities for sale 
eight weeks old, and weigh 25 to 
32 pounds. And even weaned pigs 
are hard to buy. 

Most producers of weaned pigs 
want to keep the pigs because 
pigs offer an opportunity to mar- 
ket corn on foot. And the period 
of greatest risk has gone by. 

But some men are producing 
weaned piks in quantities for sale 
to feeders, thinking 
about it. The advantages of

produce a weaned pig. Then 
takes four to five months to make 
a market hog out of a weaned pig. 

Right there is where producing 
baby pigs differs from producing 
chicks. You can hatch 
egg in three weeks. And there is 
little feed represented in the egg. 

A baby pig represents a lot of 
feed. It may be one-fourth of the 
total feed required to make a mar: 
ket hog. Let’s itemize the feed 
cost of the pig in the farrowing 
pen, and the feed cost of the pig 
at weaning time. 

Operators of a pig factory would 
use old sows. So here is the feed 
requirement for producing pigs 
with old sows, from experiments 
at Purdue University. No charge 
is made for pasture in season. 

From breeding to _ farrowing 
time, each old sow ate these qual- 
tities of feed: Shelled corn, 500 
pounds; whole oats, 254 pounds; 
protein feed, 60 pounds; minerals, 
2.5 pounds. 

Total feed to farrowing time was 
796.5 pounds. The cost of the feed 
at present prices would be about 
$20.03. Grain is figured at seal 
ing prices.

The number of live pigs in 
this experimént was 191 for 17 
sows, an average of over tt. 
But 58 died early in the suck- 
ling period.

Iowa Farmer Says He Gets Better Price For 
High-Quality Hogs Sold On Carcass Grade 


VV ouLp you rather sell hogs 

on foot or on the hook? Most 
hogs —and other livestock —are 
sold on foot, of course. 

The buyer takes a quick look 
and tries to figure the cut-out 
value. Buyers have had lots of ex- 
perience. They are good guessers. 
But sometimes they miss. 


Sometimes a well-finished hog 
will bring a little less than the 


cut-out value would justify. Some- 
times a poorer hog will bring a 
little more than the cut-out value 
would indicate. 

Farmers who produce well-fin- 
ished hogs, with a high dressing 
percentage, claim they don’t al- 
ways get what the hogs are worth, 

Selling on carcass grade makes 
it much more certain that the 
farmer what the hogs are 
worth to the packer. 

Dan McArthur, farmer in Cerro 
Gordo county, Iowa, has been sell- 
ing livestock on carcass grade for 
some time. In a recent discussion 
at Iowa State College, he said: 

“The thing that really sold me

on the carcass selling occurred 
last fall. Much of my corn was 
blown down, and I turned the 


hogs in the field. 

“About the last of November, I 
decided to market these hogs.

“The reason I believe in the 
carcass weight and grade method 
of selling livestock is that you get 
paid for what you produce.” 

Carroll Plager, of the Hormel 
Packing Company, pointed out, at 
the same meeting, that farmers 
sold a wide variety of weights by 
carcass grade. He said: 


“We have producers selling 
packing sows and heavyweight 
butchers as well as _light- 
weight butchers. The plant is 
equipped to handle one class 
or weight and grade of hogs 
as well as another. 


“When a producer sells a hog 
to us on this plan, the thing he is 
actually doing is demonstrating 
confidence in his produce. He is 
predicting that this hog will yield 
or grade higher than the average 
good to choice hog of the same 
weight and class. 

“For instance, if he should be 
marketing a 350-pound packing 
sow, he is simply wagering that 
his sow will prove to have more 
value to us either thru a higher 
yield, a higher grade, or both, than 
the average good to choice 300 
pound sow coming to our market 
at that time. ... 

“The plan has been used as ¢ 
jury for questionable fills. Should 
there be a difference of opinion on 
an occasional hog regarding the 
degree of fill, we offer to have 
such hogs slaughtered on the yield 
and grade basis. 

“The incentive offered thru the 
plan has prompted progressive 
livestock producers to do an int 
proved job of producing market 
livestock. Many of these producers 
have used the plan to verify 
void their ideas of hog type 
hog feeds. They are learning © 
recognize proper weight and fil 
ish and are marketing a more 
valuable product.”

Farm Woodlots 


Wood Chippers May Be Able To Turn 
Cull Timber Into Many Useful Products 


HERE are some new machines 

for the farm woodlot. And 
they may be important to you. 
If you have one of those more or 
fess neglected Lowa woodlots full 
of cull timber. 

When you think about the many 


uses for wood on the farm, you 
usually think of lumber, fence 
posts, poles or fuel wood. It may 


be, tho, there’s another big use 
coming up. 

Several firms now are manufac- 
turing portable wood chippers 
that can be moved over on your 
farm woodlot to work up limbs 
and polewood into fine chips. 

The shavings are blown into a 
truck or wagon for hauling to 
barns, orchards or other places 
for farm use. California orchards 
and vineyards have followed such 
practice for years 


Readers have often written 
in to ask whether it is prac- 
tical to use sawdust and shav- 
ings for bedding. And to haul 
‘this wood material on land as 
manure. 


Many livestock men prefer shav- 


ings as bedding Especially in 
farrowing houses. They absorb 
more moisture than most other 
bedding materials. And in some 


cases they are just what a tight 
sgil needs. 

What is the true value of saw- 
dust and fine clippings? Is wood 
clipping practical? What has been 
done so far? 

F. B. Trenk, Wisconsin College 
»f Agriculture, has this to say: “I 
can see use for a lot of waste 
wood. Stable litter is in demand. 
Wood shavings and sawdust are 
valuable for bedding and to take 
up liquid fertilizer. Of course, 
they be dry, to absorb stable

Neither 
shows any bad effects on” -d dur- 
ing these long-time experiments. 

Previously, rumor had it that 
wood sawdust increased soil acid- 
ity. This is denied by men at the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture. 

“Softwood sawdust,” they re. 
port, “has less basic material than 
hardwood sawdust or most strawy 
material. Upon decay, most of 
the organic acids are used up or 
lost into the air. This leaves a 
neutral or alkaline deposit. You'll 
remember that plant ashes are 
alkaline, not acid.” 

Wood shavings and sawdust are 
found to be good mulching mate 
rials. Orchard men, vegetable and 
berry growers have good results 
from wood mulch. Some growers 
have used large quantities of this 
material for 25 

Apple trees, strawberries, _to- 
matoes all vield better with saw- 
dust or shaving mulch, growers 
report. 

What’s the cost of sawdust and 
shavings? Much less than straw 

Cost of operation for ehipper, 
plus tractor mounted power unit, 
is estimated at $1.50 per hour 
This includes depreciation, main- 
tenance and operation.

If chips are blown directly into

In short, total cost of chips at 
nlace of use should not be more 
than $6 per ton. 

Best of all is the fact that this 
sort of wood harvest can be made 
up largely of waste. Instead of 
going up in smoke, a lot of such 
wood can be used to save valuable 
fertilizer, put on as mulch, and 
help in building soil, loosening 
heavy clays. 

Iowa has a great many acres of 
woodland where waste wood is a 
problem. E. Garth Champagne, 
fiicer in charge of the Ames 
branch of the Central States For- 
st Experiment Station, says: “We 
ire hopeful that we can do some 
work using wood chips as a soil 
yuilder before too long. 

“Tf the chipped wood can be pro- 
luced cheaply enough, it should 
wove of interest to lowa farmers, 
specially since the poorer farm 
ands are generally associated 
vith the forested areas of the 
tate,” Champagne adds. Iowa 

oodlots have been “high-graded” 
or years. They are full of low- 
grade material. 

Some method for profitably us-

Town people think nothing of 
letting children of the same age 
mow lawns, hoe, or ride a bike 
thru busy streets to deliver pa- 
pers—a pretty hazardous job. 


Even in winter, our boys prefer 
the tractor to comfortable barn 
chores. In the summer, when it’s 
necessary to work late, one of 
them stays in the field with his 
dad and the other helps me milk. 

I console myself that I still 
have the four-year-old around to 
dry dishes, pod peas and help take 
the cows to pasture. But we un- 
derstand each other; he’s just 
marking time until he is old 
enough to get on the tractor.

Takes Work 


RE you bothered with seedlings in 

your perennial garden? Few people 

are, but Mrs. Alvin Davidson, of 

Cedar county, lowa, declares she’s “both- 
ered to death with seedlings.” 

A visitor has only to walk around the 
borders of the beautiful Davidson garden 
to believe it. 

jut why.” other gardeners ask, “do 
your memorial daisies, Chinese delphini- 
ums, violas, pinks and pyrethrum self- 
sow so easily?” 

Maybe it’s because Louise David- 
son has the green thumb of a born 
gardener. Maybe it’s because of the 
rich Cedar county soil of her garden. 
Maybe it’s because the soil of her 
garden is free of weeds and in a 
loosened condition. 


Another reason for seedlings “coming 
true” may be because Louise plants most- 
ly hardv perennials t ill thrive with- 


out too much coddli 


Once in a while she plunges on a new 
perennial, but most of her best peren- 
nials are exchange plants with other 


gardeners. 
She buys roses from time to time, and

has a really lovely rose garden with a 
trellised arbor for an axis that leads to 
the cutting garden of perennials and an- 
nuals. 

Louise also geraniums 
spring because her husband, Alvin, has 
a fondness for the brilliant old-fashioned 
geraniums. 

Alvin likes petunias, too, so Louise 
keeps the mound over the storage cellar 
covered with a mass of these flowers— 
grown from seed to avoid too much re- 
version to the old mauve shades. 


buys every 


Because the Davidson house is of 
dark-red brick, she keeps flowers 
away from it, surrounding it instead 
with shrubs and evergreens. 


The Davidson lawn is hedged mostly 
with privet. The flowers are not placed 
too close to the house, so the borders 


can be seen from every window in the 


place. 
Back of the cutting garden is a row 
of everhe wing ras ybe rire hs and back of 


the raspberries is a row of new apricot 
trees. 

Mrs. Davidson makes a point of good 
spike flowers. Her early summer garden 
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is emphasized by clumps of tall lythrum 
and veronica. She also uses campanula, 
astilbe, delphinium and lycnis. 

“T use phlox for summer color almost 
entirely,” Louise says. All around and 
about her phlox are her tulips, which 
she rarely lifts, depending upon the good 
earth to keep the blossoms lovely and 
large. 

Here and there, Mrs. Davidson is pick- 
ing up some of the later blooming varie- 
ties of hemerocallis, but she doesn’t be- 
lieve in laying out lavish amounts on the 
new experimental varieties. 
trouble finding a border 
plant that will stay dwarf. She tried a 
new platycoden, but it promptly grew 
thirty inches tall. Campanula carpatica 
is a satisfactory low plant that grows well 
for her, but it is hard to divide. 


She has real 


Division is one of the success max- 
ims of Louise’s garden, and by that 
strange rule that all gardeners know, 
multiplication is the answer gained 
by division. 


Her gas plants (dictamnus) are only 
a few years old, but she will not divide 
them to hasten growth, of course. Dic- 
tamnus just doesn’t thrive that way. 

If Louise and Alvin Davidson have any 
hard-and-fast rule by which they achieve 
the constant bloom in their borders, it is 
work and water. 

Nobody has a good garden without 
work, whether it’s a delicate spot of tea- 
roses or an area of hardy perennials. With 
an adequate supply of garden hose, dry 
spots are soaked—not sprinkled. 

Alvin is always on hand to trim up 
the hedges, do heavy digging, and move 
big roots. He does balk a little at times 
over cutting out a perfectly good shrub 
that took a long time to grow. But that’s 
not the reason there is one big barberry 
left near the front lawn. 


Every year, a brown thresher nests 
in the barberry bush. And Louise, 
even with her plan one step nearer, 
‘won’t let that shrub go. “Why, where 
would the thresher build its nest?” 
she says. 


The cooperative interest which Alvin 
shares with Louise in the care of her 
perennial garden is returned by Louise 
with her active interest in -Alvin’s herd 
of purebred Hereford cattle—whether it 
is going to Hereford shows or merely 
holding the tattoo ink when Alvin ear- 
marks a calf. 

The perennial garden, which was 
started back in 1934, has seen a great 
number of changes and much expansion, 
but the plan is constant: There is a fore- 
ground of green lawn, a succession of

And beyond the low background of 
sreen there is a full sweep of the rich, 
level fields of Iowa.—E. C. W.

Sour Cream Makes 


Fine Cakes 


An lowa Farm Woman Shares Her Basie 


Recipe For A Delicious Sour Cream Cake 


4,ARM women who have plenty 
of cream at their disposal 
should not spend precious time 
creaming together sugar and 
shortening for cakes or cookies. 
Cream, especially sour cream, used 
in place of shortening, not only 
cuts mixing time down, but turns 
out products that have a delicious 
taste and texture all their own. 
One dav, after watching my 
family put away a lovely pie in 
two minutes flat. which it had 
taken me a half hour in a hot 
kitchen to concoct. I decided then 
and there to use more of the sim- 
pler and less time-consuming des- 


serts. as well as other sweets. 


In my search for simple yet 
good recipes, none has com- 
pared in goodness to a recipe 
! found for Sour Cream Cake. 


It is delicious eaten plain and 
especially good for those who do 
not care for frosted cake. 

Krom this basic recipe, I make 
five distinetly different cakes, be- 
sides a variety of cup cakes and 
divop cookies. From it I also make 
at. least a dozen different desserts. 

In using sour cream for baking, 
there is one good rule to remem- 
ber. and that is that one-half tea- 
spoon soda is sufficient for one 
cup sour cream. 

iy using one level teaspoon of 
baking powder for each cup of 
flour, one may bake muffins, pan- 
waffles, cornbread, soda 
biscuits and many other things, 
with excellent results. 

If no sour cream is available, 
add two teaspoons vinegar to each 


cup sweet cream,

Add brown sugar instead of 
white and cover with butterscotch 
icing. 

RAISIN SPICE CAKE 

Add two teaspoons pumpkin pie 
spice or any other spices desired 
and one cup raisins. Wash raisins 
in warm water and allow them to 
stand in hot water while mixing 
the cake. 

CHOCOLATE CAKE 

Add one-third cup cocoa and 
deduct two tablespoons of flour 
called for in recipe. Omit baking 
powder and add one level teaspoon 
soda. Use a rich fudge frosting or 
seven-ninute icing. 


OLD-FASHIONED MARBLE 
CAKE 

Divide batter into two parts. 
To one part add any spices desired 
and two level tablespoons cocoa. 
Spoon light and dark batter alter- 
nately into greased pan and bake 
at 375 degrees. 

CUP CAKES 

Mix batter for plain sour cream 
cake, grease muffin tins or cup 
cake pans, or, if you wish, use 
paper baking cups.

Tho one of 
the younger farm women, who 
lives in Monroe county, said rath- 
er wistfully, “I would enjoy a trip 
to Europe. It would be nice now 
and give me something to think 
about when I’m old.” 

Only 5 per cent of the younger 
women would choose a trip to 
Europe. 

“It would be wonderful to have 
a car any time I want it,” said a 
woman from Palo Alto county. 
And she expressed the choice of 
9 per cent of the farm women in- 
terviewed. 

Eleven per cent of the younger 
women would like to have a car 
of their own. Seven per cent of 
the middle-aged group and 5 per 
cent of the older women indicated 
the same choice. 

“With a whole family bickering 
over the car, I think I’d like to 
have a car of my own, even if it 
were only a jalopy,” said a Greene 
county woman. Then she added, 
ruefully, “At that, I’ll bet some- 
body else would be driving it 
every time I wanted it.” 


A vacation with the whole 
family when the children 
are little and a vacation with 
the family when they are old- 
er are two different things. 
Thirty-three per cent of all the 

women interviewed wanted a va- 
cation with their families. Twen- 
ty-nine per cent of the younger 
women, 34 per cent of the middle- 
aged group and 39 per cent of the 
older women made the same 
choice. 

But one of the younger women, 
living in Hardin county and the 
mother of four small children, 
said: “I’m not kidding myself 
that a trip with the children is a 
vacation. It’s a change of scenery.” 

Another woman in the same age 
group, from Audubon county, said: 
“If I had the money for a vaca- 
tion, it would be a vacation just 
te get away from the family for a 
little while.”—Z. R M.

He’s Not Ashamed 
Of Chickens 


Young Farmers Once Were Not Interested 
In Poultry; But Now Times Have Changed 


4 Neen was when no red-blooded 
young Iowa farmer would ad- 
mit giving two cents for the chick- 
en business. 
But things are different today. 
Take the case of Leo Sorensen, of 


Emmet county, Iowa. 
Back in 1948, Leo was far 
enough into the poultry business 


that he wanted to find out just 
how he was doing. So he signed 
up to cooperate with the record 
demonstration flock project spon- 
sored by the Iowa State College 
extension service. 

In two years, this 29-year-old 
farmer, with the help of his wife 
and extension poultrymen, has 
shown what can be done with a 
good management program. 


For example, between Janu- 
ary 1 and December 31 last 
year, the Sorensen flock of 250 
birds laid 236 eggs apiece. 
Each of those hens produced 
a gross income of $7.24 worth 


of market eggs and $1.02 
worth of market poultry. 


After subtracting the total cost 
per hen for all expenses, includ- 
ing interest, Lee had $2.20 per hen 
left for his labor. 

No wonder Leo isn’t worried 
about this year, even with prices 
down some from 1949. “Cut the 
profit in half,” he says, “and chick- 
ens still would be one of the best 
small businesses going.” 

Sorensen figures the trouble 
with many flockowners is that 
they don’t treat chicken raising as 
a business. He argues that the 
flock should be studied just like 
any other enterprise if poultry is 
to remain on the farm. 

And that’s just what Leo has 
done. Since he started keeping 
complete flock records in the dem- 
onstration program, he has made 
several changes in his plans—all 
designed to boost profits. 

Sorensen used to put 400 chicks 
in his 12x12 brooder house. Now

he’s cut down that number so 
chicks up to eight weeks old will 
have at least two square feet of 
floor space apiece. 

Leo points out that demonstra- 
tion flock owners who crowded 
their chicks last year lost three 
times as many during the growing 
period as did those who gave — 
chicks ample room. And it took 2 
per cent more feed per pound of 
chicken to mature crowded birds. 


“You can save maybe a nickel 
a bird on fuel and housing ‘by 
crowding,” says Leo. “But that 


doesn’t amount to much compared 
with a saving of maybe 50 cents 
per bird from better growth where 
chicks aren’t jammed in.” 


Sorensen has cut labor costs 
by self-feeding a high-protein 
concentrate with whole oats 
and corn. That saves the la- 
bor of hand-feeding and of 
mixing and grinding. 


Self-feeding has taken the guess- 
work out of his feeding program 
too. Leo admits he hasn’t the 
“touch” to enable him to do a 
good job of hand-feeding. The 
hens can do a better job them- 
selves, he figures. “Anyway, it 
takes too much time,” he says. 
“And I get no better—if as good— 
results as I do with self-feeding.” 

Sorensen’s current problem is 
to get his laying flock on a deep- 
litter system. He wants to go thru 
the entire year without changing 
the litter. He’s got fairly good in- 
sulation, but his ventilation sys- 
tem isn’t getting rid of enough 
moist air. Outlets are too low. 

So he’s planning installation of 
slot ventilators. And he’s giving 
further thoro study to the demon- 
stration flock records to find oth- 
er ways of boosting his efficiency.

The statute provides that no 
trees or shrubbery shall al- 
lowed on the line or within limits 
of the highway. It provides that 
hedges along the highway shall 
be cut back to within five feet 
every two years.

To Make Temporary Silo 


A farmer who hasn’t enough silo 
space this year can put up some of his 
silage in a low-cost temporary silo. 

D. H. Holt, district coumty agent in 
northern Wisconsin, has some direc- 
tions for building a temporary silo. 

Here are the materials that Iolt 
uses when he puts up a temporary sito 
16 feet wide and 16 feet high: 

Two hundred feet of 2 x 4 inch 
welded wire fencing, 48 inches high. 

Three hundred linear feet of 48 inch 
cross cord building paper low grade. 

Thirty building lath, 48 inches long 

And six feet of No. 14 wire. 

Holt says he builds a temporary silo 
as follows: 

Cut the wife fencing in 50 foot 
lengths. Then splice ends together to 
form rings about 16 feet across. Cut 
the building paper into 12 foot lengths. 
Wire the building lath together in 
pairs at one end to form pins which 
slip over the top of the wire to hold 
paper in place on windy days. 

He picks a spot where the ground is 
level for his silo. A straight level silo 
settles well. The ensilage cutter is set 
up with several lengths of distributor 
pipes attached. That way you can run 
the cut grass into the center of the 
silo. If grass falls to one side, the silo 
settles unevenly. 

Two layers of building paper help 

keep holes from developing in the side 
of the silo. Paper cut in 12*foot lengths 
and lapped once foot will allow for ex- 
pansion without danger of bursting. 
After the first layer of paper is fas- 
tened to the fence with the lath pins, 
slip it down one foot and fold on the 
ground inside the silo. 
It's important to pull the first ring 
of fence up off the ground about eight 
inches all around. Then the weight of 
the silo will not crush the bottom ring 
of fence. 

When the first ring is about filled 

with silage, place the second fence ring 
inside the first with a four-inch lap, 
and tie to the first with twine every 
three feet. Then line with the two 
layers of paper and continue with fill- 
ing 
After the second ring is filled with 
grass, cut all the tie strings. That per- 
mits the silo to settle. When the rings 
slip together, they allow maximum 
pressure. The pressure is necessary for 
good quality silage. 
When the last ring of the fence and 
paper has been filled, fold the top paper 
in and cover with more building paper. 
Seal with a mixture of cut grass and 
sawdust or other wet materials,
